His role as Dominic 
Santini in the popular television series 
“Air Wolf” is time consuming, but he 
never forgets his fellow man. He and 
Martha Raye recently received Certifi¬ 
cates of Appreciation for being Celebrity 
Co-Chairpersons of the Hospital Visits 
Committee for the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion. His hospital visits are not limited 
to veterans, however. As a 33rd Degree 
Mason, he also visits children in Shriners 
hospitals across the country. 

A s super sleuth novelist Jessica 
Fletcher of “Murder, She Wrote,” 
Angela Lansbury displays in¬ 
credible deductive tal¬ 
ents.

business” is starring in Touchstone 
Films’ soon-to-be-released “Ruthless 
People.” The Divine Miss M insists,“I’m a 
dyed-in-the-wool Disney baby. I thought 
Annette was the greatest thing since 
sliced bread.” We don’t know what 
Annette thinks of Bette. 

F or the past ten and one-half years, 
David Hartman has been the an¬ 
chor of ABC’s tremendously popular 
“Good Morning America.” Disney Beat 
talked recently with the lanky star, who 
still remembers the experiences that 
went into the making of “The Island at 
the Top of the World” (see page 33), in 
particular the technical wizardry that 
was involved. 

“What amazed me at 
the time was that we shot 
the film at the Disney 
Studio in about five 
weeks,” Hartman recalls. 
“We were on three differ¬ 
ent sound stages. For the 
most part we were stand¬ 
ing before blank screens. 
Afterwards, when I saw 
the film for the first time, 
I was startled to see what 
a good time I’d been hav¬ 
ing! The work of the art¬ 
ists and the special ef¬ 
fects men was just 
stunning. 

“I was glad when The 
Island at the Top of the 
World’ was over, though, 
because I didn’t have to 
eat in the Executive Din¬ 
ing Room anymore!” he says, laughing. 
“Two or three weeks are fine, but after 
that, temptation becomes too much. The 
food was so good I thought I’d never get 
down to my regular weight.”

My family has just returned from a 
visit to the fantastic Living Seas, 
which recently opened at EPCOT 
Center. Is the music played there 
available on record? - G.B.,

The background music, composed by 
Russell Brower based on a theme by 
George Wilkins, was created for the 
Living Seas and has not been released 
on record, but we appreciate your 
suggestion. 

How can I tell if Mickey Mouse toys 
are old and valuable? -J.L., New 
Orleans, LA 

The most collectible Mickey Mouse 
items date from the 1930s, and they can 
be identified by the copyright notice. If it 
says “© Walt Disney Enterprises” it is 
from the 1930s; the“ © Walt Disney 
Productions” dates it as later. The early 
version of Mickey usually had black oval 
eyes, with a pie-cut shape out of one side 
(but look out for recent items 
reproducing the old-style Mickey).

(1937), “Pinocchio,” “Fantasia,” “Dumbo,” 
“Bambi,” “Saludos Amigos,” “The Three 
Caballeros,” “Make Mine Music,” “Melody 
Time,” “Fun and Fancy Free,” “The 
Adventures of Ichabod and Mr. Toad,” 
“Cinderella,” “Alice in Wonderland,” 
“Peter Pan,” “Lady and the Tramp? 
“Sleeping Beauty? “101 Dalmatians,” “The 
Sword in the Stone,” “The Jungle Book? 
“The Aristocats? “Robin Hood? “The 
Many Adventures of Winnie the Pooh? 
“The Rescuers? “The Fox and the Hound? 
and “The Black Cauldron” (1985). A new 
Disney animated feature, “The Great 
Mouse Detective? is slated for release 
this year.

Is it true that the Disney Studio 
created 2,000 insignias for military 
units during World War II? -MX., 
Loveland, CO 

Actually there were closer to 1,200 
insignias. As part of his donation to the 
war effort, Walt Disney offered his 
Studio’s services free to design the 
insignias, which depicted Disney 
characters or new characters in the 
Disney style (such as Flying Tigers, 
dolphins, or boxing kangaroos). These 
insignias were then featured on the 
noses of airplanes, on ships, on tanks, 
and on the jackets of servicemen.They 
were a great boost to morale during a 
difficult period in our country’s history. 


Disney Channel Trivia 

• 1986 marks the 50th anniversary of the 
classic Disney cartoon, “The Country 
Cousin? about the visit of country mouse 
Abner to his big-city cousin, Monty. The 
film won the Academy Award as best car¬ 
toon of 1936. 

• Floyd Gottfredson, who was asked in 
1930 by Walt Disney to draw the Mickey 
Mouse comic strip for two weeks, ended 
up doing the task for 45 years. Gottfred¬ 
son admits that “Walt just never got 
around to replacing me.” 

• Dancer/actress Helene Stanley, who 
played Davy Crockett’s backwoods wife 
in “Davy Crockett, King of the Wild Fron¬ 
tier? was the live model for Princess Au¬ 
rora in Walt Disney’s animated feature, 
“Sleeping Beauty? 

• Piers Haggard, director of “Disney’s Re¬ 
turn to Treasure Island” (see page 14) is a 
descendant of novelist H. Rider Haggard, 
who wrote “King Solomon’s Mines? seen 
on The Disney Channel last month.

In this rousing 
sequel to Robert Louis Stevenson’s adven¬ 
ture classic, the one-legged pirate has 
plans for retrieving the remaining booty 
he and his young shipmate Jim Hawkins 
left on Treasure Island 10 years before. 
They join forces and embark on a voyage 
filled with danger, romance, excitement 
and suspense. 

The first two hours of this 10-hour, multi 
million-dollar mini-series premiere as a 
feature this month on The Disney Channel 
(see page 28). Starting the week of April 27. 
the remaining hour episodes will air every 
Friday at 8:00 p.m. The entire production 
was filmed on location in Spain, Jamaica 
and the United Kingdom, with Brian Bles- 
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Christopher Guard (above) 
portrays Jim Hawkins with flair 
and derring-do. Jim is shown as 
an Oxford graduate who accepts 
the job of overseeing Squire 
Trelawney’s sugar plantation in 
Jamaica. From that moment on, 
he finds himself up against every 
blackguard and cutthroat who 
ever lusted after gold. Guard is 
well-equipped for the 
swashbuckling role. He's a 
popular, athletic young British 
actor who rides, plays football 
and tennis. He began his career 
as a juvenile with the Royal 
Shakespeare Company and 
recently co-starred on TV in “My 
Cousin Rachel" and “A Woman of 
Substance.”

Blessed, a rock solid six-footer weighing 
in at 200 pounds, looks like a buccaneer 
even without the shaggy hair and full 
beard he grew for the part. He remembers 
the first time he came across “Treasure 
Island.” 

“It was in the form of a radio broadcast,” 
he said. “I was six. My father said that if I 
was a good boy and did my chores, I could 
stay up late and hear it. Well, I was a good 
boy. We had only a cheap little wooden 
radio, but I remember listening wide-eyed 
as the story came over the air. It was 
magic, absolute magic!” 

Later Blessed read the book. And when 
he was cast for “Disney’s Return to Treas¬ 
ure Island,” he read it again. “About all 
Robert Louis Stevenson wrote concerning 
Long John’s appearance was that he had a 


face as big as a ham,” Blessed said. “The 
face of a ham...that appealed to my 
actorish instincts.” 

Knowing that he would be playing a 
one-legged, two-fisted roisterer “involved 
in at least 35 fights,” Blessed went into 
training. “I exercised for two hours and ran 
three miles every day,” he said. “I did half¬ 
squats and knee bends on my right leg, the 
one that would carry my weight. The re¬ 
sult is that although I can hop a hundred 
yards in 14 seconds on me right leg, it’s 
about two inches wider than me left one 
and I can’t get them back to their former 
lovely symmetry!’ 

Blessed has been a star in England for 
most of his 49 years. He has appeared in 18 
plays, nine films, and 28 television shows 
— almost every one of them costume pro¬ 
ductions, ranging from “Cats” to “The Last 
Days of Pompeii.” “They say I’m unrecog¬ 
nizable in a business suit,” Blessed said.

4hare of it to film “Disney’s Return to 
Treasure Island.” 

Since the opening episodes take place in 
Britain, director Piers Haggard decided to 
shoot the series in sequence at authentic 
locales. Haggard chose Mewslade Bay off 
the Welsh coast for scenes of Long John 
Silver’s return to England in a longboat 
and his subsequent capture by Captain 
Smollett and the militia. The sea there 
rises 40 feet with the tides in a matter of 
minutes, and filming became a constant 
race against time. 

The Gloucester docks in England were 
re-dressed to resemble the Bristol docks 
of 1770, where the square-rigger Saracen 
is moored and ready to set sail for 
Jamaica, taking Long John Silver and Jim 
Hawkins on their new adventure. The 
Saracen is actually an old Danish fishing 
schooner owned by a marine specialty 
company called Square Sail. She was re¬ 
structured and fitted out with equipment 
for filming at sea. 

After 21 days of shooting in the British 
Isles, the company flew off for eight weeks 
of sunny outdoor filming in Jamaica. Dis¬ 
covery Bay, where Christopher Columbus 
landed in 1492, and Dunn’s River Falls, 
where the Spanish lost the island to the 
British in 1655, were among several histor¬ 
ical sites selected for scenes depicting 
Treasure Island, Santa Ana and Machado. 

The next five weeks were spent in Spain. 
From their home base in Almeria, the film 
crew fanned out to nearby locales domi¬ 
nated by a gigantic stone fortress built for 
a 1970 western, “El Condor.” It became the 
Mexican prison in which Long John Silver, 
Jim Hawkins and others are incarcerated. 

Piers Haggard and his troops returned 
to Wales for the final weeks of filming. 
Most of the remaining scenes involved ac¬ 
tion aboard the Saracen, and they were 
shot under full sail in the Bristol Channel. 
Twenty weeks after the first camera rolled, 
the filming of “Disney’s Return to Treasure 
Island,” like the adventure-filled series it¬ 
self, came to a happy ending. V 





















An unusual "family" with an even more unusual 


“I’ve been on my own my whole life. 
What / want is a family’’ says teenage 
orphan, Arthur Beniker. 

“We are a family,” responds Cassie, 
who’s much younger. And the other 
children agree. 

“We know that, but nobody else does. 
And if we mess up getting out of here, 
they’re never going to let us be together 
again.” 

Five out-of-the-ordinary kids, their 
struggle for freedom, and their deep car¬ 
ing for each other. That’s “The Beniker 
Gang,” a movie premiering on The Disney 
Channel April 5. The whole family will 
love it. 

Arthur Beniker (played by popular 
young star Andrew McCarthy) is 18 and 
free to leave the New Jersey orphanage. 
Furthermore, he earns good money in a 
secret career writing a nationally syndi¬ 
cated advice column, Dear Lola. 

He stays on at the home as a kitchen 
aid, however, to keep a watchful eye over 


his four young friends — the mischievous 
Edmond (Charlie Fields); Cassie (Jennie 
Dundas), who dreams of a house with a 
white picket fence; James (Jeff Alan-Lee), 
preferring to spend his days inside a bag; 
and Ben (Danny Pintauro), who con¬ 
stantly eats paper. (An interview with 
Danny appears in the “Just for Kids” sec¬ 
tion, page 22.) 

When their “family” within the orphan¬ 
age is threatened by Edmund’s being 
matched with suitable foster parents, 
Arthur invokes an ingenious plan. Hidden 
in laundry bags, the orphans escape, and 
with Arthur at the wheel of his painted- 
over van, they depart the home for a new 
life together. 

They journey south and west, and, fi¬ 
nally, in Missouri, in the town of Sweet 
River, they come upon a run-down Victo¬ 
rian house. There’s a picket fence out 
front and a “For Rent” sign stuck in the 
ground. 

Their joy in being on their own, 
however, is soon disrupted by nosy 


townspeople. But in a world of uncer¬ 
tainty, and sometimes hostility, there’s 
one thing Arthur’s sure of: if they stick to¬ 
gether, all things are possible. 

Andrew McCarthy, as Arthur, generates 
much of the warm feeling and spirited¬ 
ness of this offbeat “family! 1 His smile 
alone could melt the icicles off the roof of 
a house. He’s also a smart aleck. 

“Nobody who auditioned for the part 
came close to Andrew for that perfect 
combination of tough outside and senti¬ 
mental inside,” says Executive Producer 
Jane Startz. She’d seen him in his first 
movie, “Class,” with Rob Lowe and 
Jacqueline Bisset, and knew he’d be right 
for the part. 

Producer Dora Bachrach agrees: “An¬ 
drew really held the film together. He was 
very good-natured on the set, generous 
and terrific with the kids, and kept them 
laughing with his A1 Pacino imitations.”

true to life were the comic situa- 
-^tions on “The Adventures of Ozzie 
and Harriet” that when The Disney 
Channel first began an exclusive broad¬ 
cast of 200 episodes of the show in May of 
1985, a flood of mail from enthusiastic 
fans of all ages was the result. Grand¬ 
parents wrote in, reminiscing about 
comic moments from the show, parents 
recalled growing up with David and 
Ricky Nelson on TV; and phenomenally, a 
third generation of fans, fans who are 
now the age of David and Ricky on the 
series, wrote in to tell how captivated 
they were. Indeed, “The Adventures of 
Ozzie and Harriet” has become one of the 
most popular series ever shown on The 
Disney Channel. 

As those daily broadcasts continue, 
The Disney Channel has selected two of 
the most popular episodes of the series 
to air in a special double feature, “The 
Best of Ozzie and Harriet,” beginning 
April 25.

The close feeling of identification that 
came to exist between fans and the Nel¬ 
son family continued after the show left 
the airwaves in 1966. The occasional 
news of the Nelsons rekindled feelings of

nostalgia, though of late such news 
has been sad. Ozzie Nelson, the 
popular bandleader of the ’30s, 
radio star of the ’40s, and TV star 
of the ’50s and ’60s, died of cancer 
in 1975. Ricky Nelson — Eric Hill¬ 
iard Nelson — died in a tragic 
plane crash this past New Year’s 
Eve.

April 28th with the premiere of the Inter¬ 
national Circus Stars of Tomorrow, the 
ninth annual circus competition for per¬ 
formers under the age of 25. This 90- 
minute special hosted by Ben Vereen fea¬ 
tures the 1986 Festival Mondial du Cirque 
de Demain (as it’s called in French), held 
every January under the blue tent of the 
French National Circus in the Porte de 
Pantin, a Paris suburb.

Mark David, the ever-daring 
young man on the flying trapeze, is a sea¬ 
soned circus performer who hails from 
Wisconsin. His death-defying aerial act 
includes the famous trapeze drop, in 
which he suspends himself from the bar of 
the trapeze by his heels alone, swinging 
above the circus ring. Like nearly all 
aerialists in the competition—and in 
circuses—he performs without the sav¬ 
ing grace of a net to catch him should he 
fall. 

But this circus extravaganza is special 
not only because of the superb physical 
performances given by the world’s 
greatest young circus stars. There are the 
touching and fascinating personal stories 
of these talented young people, their emo¬ 
tional struggles as they not only compete 
with their peers, but perform in front of a 
crowd composed in part of eager circus 
directors on the lookout for fresh new tal¬ 
ents.

That focus on the human aspect of the 
competition continues on the other side 
of the Atlantic. In addition to the magnifi¬ 
cent performances of these circus stars, 
there’s all the excitement of watching 
young people coming together in friend¬ 
ship as they face up to the harrowing 
pressure of the contests. The Interna¬ 
tional Circus Stars of Tomorrow is a melt¬ 
ing pot where all competitors learn to 
speak the common language of exalted 
physical performance beneath the 
bright lights of the Big Top. 

Founded in 1977, the In¬ 
ternational Circus Stars 
of Tomorrow has the 
high ideal of foster¬ 
ing both competi¬ 
tion and cama 
raderie among 
the future 
stars of the 
world’s great 
circuses. 

Backstage 
during the 
six grueling 
days of the 
event, the 
performers 
exchange 
equipment, ad 
vice, and com 
municate to one 
another across the 
barrier of strange 
tongues through ges¬ 
tures, nods, and em¬ 
braces. 

Those intense emotions are 
sharpened by the unusual nature of 
this circus olympiad, which pits clown 
against clown, aerialist against aerialist. 
The festival is divided into eight 
categories of competition. There are aer¬ 
ial acts, acrobatics, wire acts, animal acts

and dres¬ 
sage (where 
horses execute 
complex maneuvers in re¬ 
sponse to instructions from their han¬ 
dler), balancing, juggling, clowns, and 
acts that require special equipment like 
teeterboards and trampolines. Judging is 
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by an inter¬ 
national panel made up of the directors of 
some of the world’s most famous circuses. 

Winn and David illustrate the unique 
nature of the young competitors vying for 
honors and glory at the International Cir¬ 
cus Stars of Tomorrow. Age and ability are 
the criteria for competing in the event. 
Contestants must be under the age of 25, 
except for clowns, who are permitted to 
be 30. That exception reflects the long- 
cherished circus belief that a clown’s per- 


formance is 
one of the most difficult 
in the circus program requiring the in¬ 
sight of added maturity that’s needed to 
perfect a routine. 

As a result of stressing youth and ability 
over one’s amateur standing a la the 
Olympic Games, half of the acts in the In¬ 
ternational Circus Stars of Tomorrow are 
professionals, like young Mark David. The 
others are amateurs. Regardless of their 
status as professionals or amateurs, many 
of the competitors have made but few 
public appearances. 


Take the two Hungarian teeterboard 
artists seen in the International Circus 
Stars of Tomorrow. While the pair are 
graduates of their nation’s circus school, 
they’re relative newcomers to public per¬ 
formances, with this year’s competition 
only their second appearance. That blend 
of veteran versus novice, professional 
against amateur, gives the whole contest 
an added dimension. 

The festival is also an opportunity to 
see different approaches to the art of cir¬ 
cus performance. The Chinese, for exam¬ 
ple, have long been regarded as masters 
of balancing tricks and superb 
acrobats—part of a tradition that is liter¬ 
ally thousands of years old. To see four 
young women riding bicycles in rank 
while two young acrobats balance above 
them, each with one hand resting on a 
bicyclist’s head, is truly an awe¬ 
inspiring sight. It’s also an example 
of how different nations inter¬ 
pret and adapt circus art to 
reflect their own cultures. 
Reflecting the unique 
nature of this event, a 
very special dignitary 
was present at the gala 
closing ceremonies. 
That guest was Mickey 
Mouse, who was on 
hand to present a spe¬ 
cial award from The 
Disney Channel. This 
trophy went to that per¬ 
former, or group of perfor¬ 
mers, who best embodied the 
International Circus Stars of 
Tomorrow’s high ideals of friend¬ 
ship and international goodwill, and the 
winner was determined by the competi¬ 
tion’s 18 finalists. 

This extraordinary program—a 
worldwide television premiere—follows 
the fates of two young American circus 
superstars of tomorrow as they brave the 
competition, as well as allowing one and 
all to partake of the joys of the circus ring. 
It’s a joy born out of the hilarious antics of 
sad-eyed clowns, skillful acrobats, thrill¬ 
ing balancing acts, and the death-defying 
feats of a daring young man on a flying 
trapeze.

A child star with a list of mothers 


T here’s one character in “The 
Beniker Gang,” airing in April, 
you’ll never forget. He’s Ben, who ner¬ 
vously eats paper from his notebook. 
He’s the youngest of the five orphans 
who decide to stay together as a family 
(see article on page 12). You may also 
recognize him as Jonathan, the cute son 
of Angela, on ABC’s top-rated series 
“Who’s the Boss?” In real life he’s Danny 
Pintauro, 10 years old, a child star of the 
Eighties. 

We were so impressed with Danny’s 
charm on-screen (to say nothing of his 
paper eating) that we decided to find 
out more about him. An interview dur¬ 
ing his lunch break from “Who’s the 
Boss?’’ revealed the same smiling, spar- 
kly guy seen on the screen. 

Perched on the edge of a couch in his 
dressing room, he picked at sections of 
an orange (he’s not an eater). He talked 
about making “The Beniker Gang,’’ his 
other professional experiences, such as 
five years on “As the World Turns,’’ and 
his private life. You’ll see what a full 10 
years he’s had. 

“The Beniker Gang’ is a fun, exciting 
movie,’’ Danny says. “I got to do excit¬ 
ing things, like throwing the mail out 
the window of the van. And hiding in a 
laundry bag at the orphanage. That was 
scary because I couldn’t see what was 
happening. Oh, and we had to run out 
of the Halloween contest, when I won 
the prize for the funniest costumes. I 
was an ice cream cone. They gave me 
that costume from the movie, but the 
next Halloween it was too small.’’ 

What was the best part about mak¬ 
ing “The Beniker Gang’’? “I love doing 
movies with children. I made new 
friends, even with the oldest person in 
the movie, Andrew McCarthy. I really 
did feel like I came from an orphanage, 
and we were a family. Andrew was 
mostly like a real brother. They all were 
like real brothers and sisters.” 

That’s not the first alternative family 
Danny has been in. On-screen he has 
been in so many families that he has a 
list of mothers. “A lot of different moth¬ 
ers, all kinds,” he begins. “First is my 
real mother. Real ones are the best.” His

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current on-screen mother, Judith Light, on 
“Who’s the Boss?” he describes as “a really 
funny lady.” 

Danny was on “As the World Turns” 
from age three to age eight, half of his life¬ 
time. He filmed every day. “It was terrific,” 
he recalls, with his usual excitement. 
Clearly a pro even then, by the time he was 
five years old he was able to memorize 50 
lines of script a day. 

On TV Danny has always played rich 
kids. On “Who’s the Boss?” his mom is a 
successful advertising executive. His hair is 
never out of place and he wears preppie 
outfits. “I dressed the same way in ‘As the 
World Turns’ I was from a rich family.” 

In real life his style is casual. Sitting in his 
dressing room, he’s himself, tousled hair 
and cool clothes: jeans and a blue and black 
checked flannel shirt, black leather high- 
tops, and a designer jean jacket. 

Having moved from the East to Califor¬ 
nia a year and a half ago, he misses his 
hometown friends. “But I have lots of 
friends out here. Half of the school knows 
me. They all say, ‘Hi, Danny.’ Most of the 
time I like that but sometimes it’s hard 
when I’m not in a good mood.” 

He’s in school, though, only during the 
three month break from doing “Who’s the 
Boss?” The rest of the time he has a private 
tutor, whom he shares with Aylisa Milano, 
who plays Samantha on the show. 

On weekends he likes to play with his 
neighborhood friends, skateboarding. “I 
don’t like many sports,” he says. “But I like 
basketball. Oh, and I like the Yankees, and I 
like Steve Sax from the Dodgers. We got to 
be friends when he was on my show. So I 
like baseball, too.” 

What he really likes is music: pop music, 
like the group “Wham!” and he is learning 
to play the keyboard. 

Last fall he helped make the video and 
record, “The Children Of The World Pro¬ 
ject,” singing “We Are The World,” which 
occasionally airs on The Disney Channel 
between scheduled programs. It was 
nominated for a Grammy award. (Like the 
earlier adult version, all of the profits from 
record and video sales go to USA for 
Africa.) 

The future? “Well, I’ll just have to see 
what happens. But it will probably be act¬ 
ing, and probably when I get to be an adult, 
I’ll be a director or producer.” 

And he’ll probably never have to eat 
paper out of a notebook again. On the other 
hand, it turns out that eating paper isn’t 
quite as bad as you’d think. “They made 
the notebook taste like banana,” Danny 
confesses, giggling. V
